To the Editor of Th* Capital Tim««: 
To,clear up a misunderstanding 


which .seems to exist in some quar- 
ters, and in justice to the TOW .and 
'women who have been giving muc 
time and thought to the task, i 
seems best to place before th* pub 
lie at this time a statement .of th 
origin, purpose, and methods of th 
Citizens' Committee of Thirty, whic 
has recently submitted to the voter 
of the city a list of nominees fo 
the Madison school board. 


In the first place, the Citizen» 


Committee has been an honest effort 
to bring about-a civic cooperatio. 
which would keep the new electiv 
school board out of politics and sag 
gest » method by which in the fu 
tnre capable non-partisan candidate 
could be induced to stand for elec 
tion £o the school board. The proo 
of this lies in the way in which th 
thing wa» brought about and in 
the methods which have, been fol 
lowed consistently ever since. Th 
Citizens' Committee makes no claim 
that its' procedure was the ideally 
perfect one, but it insists that i 
was sincere in its purpose and ain 
gle in Its aim, and that the ticke 
which it offered the public with .its 
endorsement i«, so far as it -wa: 
possilbe to make it, representative 
of the varying interests of the city 
A year ago, by an overwhelming 


vote, the citizens of Madison de 
cided to substitute a .school board 
elected by popular ballot for th 
system which has been in force for 
many years; a bosrd chosen by th 
city council. Largely contributory 
to this result was the general wish 
of Madison citizens to have women 
as well as men on the board. In 
January of the present year, the

Senator B«y Nye's bill providing 


for the education of -honorably dis- 
charged soldiers, sailors and marines 
at state expanse, met with no oppo- 
sition when heard before the ienat: 
committee on education Thursday af- 
ternoon, although several possible 
amendments were -suggested. 


The bill as introduced provides: 
"Any parson who is honorably dis-
